This  well  designed  13  panel 
exhibit  includes  many  historic  photographs  of  the  Pelster 
housebarn — a German-Aner i c an  landmark  in  Missouri,  as  well  as 
photographs  of  related  family  farm  life,  rural  communities,  schools, 
churches,  social  life  and  the  agricultural  landscape.  F~ 


The  Pelster  housebarn  can  be  seen  as  a reflection  of  the  creative 
behavior  of  its  builder,  William  Pelster,  a man  who  1-n  the  woTrds  of 
Dr.  Howard  W.  Marshall,  Director  of  the  Missouri  Cultural  Heritage 
Center,  combined  "house"  and  "barn"  (bridging)  "past_and  present"  in 
a re-enactment  of  a "European  environment  on  his  AneTIcan 
homestead."  Originally  developed  to  celebrate  the  tricentennial  of 
German  immigration  to  Arierica,  this  exhibit  of  a unique  Germanic 
"housebarn"  in  rural  Missouri  is  in  a very  real  sense  an  enduring 
tribute  to  the  success  and  contributions  of  the  German-Amer  lean, 
family  farm  throughout  the  United  States.  ^ Q,

The  housebarn,  now  on  the  National  Register  of  Historic  Places,  and 
this  traveling  exhibit  have  already  stimulated  interest  In, 
knowledge  of,  and  support  for  the  continued  preservation  and 
conservation  of  this  unique  landmark  of  American  architecture. 

In  addition,  there  will  be  a special  rare  book  exhibit  on  "Early 
German  Agricultural  Practices,"  which  will  include  agricultural  and 
botanical  works  from  the  16th  and  17th  century  and  farm  artifacts  on 
loan  from  the  Blue  Ridge  Institute,  Ferrum,  Virginia.

The  symposium  will  be  followed  by  a grand  opening  for  the  German 
Housebarn  Exhibit  inclusive  of  speakers,  donated  German  wine,  corn 
cobb  pipes,  and  music.  Director  Joseph  Howard  will  open  the 
dedication  ceremonies  at  3:30  p .m.  on  September  24.  Keynote 
speakers  will  include  Dr.  Howard  Marshall,  Director  of  the  Missouri 
Cultural  Heritage  Center,  University  of  Mi s sour i-Col umb ia,  Wendel 
Allen,  President,  Missouri  State  Society,  and  Alan  Jabbour,  Director 
American  Folklife  Center,  The  Library  of  Congress.  We  want  this 
special  historic  exhibit  to  be  a memorable  event  for  attendees  in 
the  Washington/Baltimore  area  to  enjoy. 

The  viewers  of  this  exhibit  will  gain  insights  into  the  push  and 
pull  of  19th  century  inmigration  to  the  United  States.  People  who 
leave  their  native  land  do  so  for  many  reasons.  During  the  1830's 
and  40's,  German  (Hannoverian)  inmigrants  were  attracted  to  the 
eastern  Missouri  landscape  as  an  escape  from  the  political, 
economic,  and  military  hardships  (pushing  factors  on  the  European 
side)  of  the  Old  World.  In  particular,  the  migration  of  Frederick 
(Phillip  Friedrich)  Pelster,  his  wife,  Marla  Katherine,  and  their 
17  year  old  son,  William  (Friedrich  Wilhelm)  to  America  in  1842  from 
the  village  of  Dissen,  near  Osnabruck  In  the  Hannover  region  of 
northern  Germany,  seems  to  have  involved  in  part  the  pull  factor  of 
positive  information  about  Missouri  and  the  push  of  adverse  economic 
or  political  conditions  at  home.  As  it  turned  out,  young  William 
Pelster  found  employment  in  a brick  factory  in  St.  Louis  and  earned 
enough  money  to  purchase  farm  property  4 miles  west  of  his  parents 
homepiace.  For  the  Pelster  family,  Missouri  came  to  mean  jobs, 
opportunities,  and  farming. 
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The  viewers  of  this  exhibit  will  also  experience  the  spirit  of 
cooperation  and  community  labor  inputs  essential  to  the  process  of 
building  the  Pelster  housebarn.  As  one  moves  past  the  sequence  of 
panels,  the  concept  and  purpose  of  this  unique  multi-level  housebari 
accommodating  all  aspects  of  farm  life — family,  farm  animals, 
agricultural  products — is  illuminated. 
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Wooden  shoes,  a milk  stool  made  by 
Hugo  Hoemann,  and  milk  pail  are 
just  a few  of  the  artifacts  dis- 
played in  the  German  housebarn 
exhibit.  Some  other  artifacts 
include  a school  handbell,  reading 
and  writing  primers  in  German,  an 
inkwell,  Gustov  Pelster's  baptisma 
certificate  (1875),  the  marriage 
certificate  of  Gustov  and  Maria 
Pelster  (1903),  a German  bible 
(1897)  and  church  songbook  (1890). 
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The  Pelster  housebarn  not  only  maximized  efficient  use  of  space,  but:^ 
also  provided  the  opportunity  for  constant  vigilance  over  one's  ' 
possessions.  Constructed  In  the  1 860 ' s of  hand-hewn  timbers  cut  on  ^ 
the  farmsite  in  Franklin  County,  Missouri,  the  Pelster  housebarn  is  I 
perhaps  one  of  two  dozen  unique  surviving  housebarns  in  the  United  * 
States  of  German-Amer I can  cultural  and  architectural  significance.  I 
The  conceptual  roots  of  the  "housebarn" — wohsta I I haus  and  ' 
e i nhaus — can  be  traced  back  to  the  Germanic  countries  of  ancient  ^ 
Europe  where  small  land  holdings  and  the  need  for  security  over  I 
scarce  resources  were  a problem.  Today  In  Franklin  County,  one  can  I 
find  German-Amer  I can  farmers  continuing  the  family  farm  tradition  on,' 
acreage  owned  by  earlier  generations  of  their  families.  ’ 


The  gateway  to  the 
exhibit  is  repre- 
sented by  a replica 
of  the  half-timbered 
corner  of  the  house- 
barn. Included  are 
woodworking  tools 
used  during  this 
period.

NAL  ACQUIRES  AQUACULTURE  COLLECTION 
ON  MICROFICHE 

The  National  Agricultural  Library  recently 
acquired  the  entire  microfiche  collection 
of  the  Virginia  Institute  of  Marine  Science 
(VIMS)  as  part  of  a cooperative  indexing 
agreement  between  NAL  and  VIMS. 

The  bibliographic  database  is  entitled 
"AQUACULTURE"  and  has  been  online  with 
Dialog  Information  Retrieval  Services  as 
File  112,  since  1 980.  This  database, 
consisting  of  approximately  10,000 
citations,  goes  back  to  1970  and  has  been 
updated  monthly  by  VIMS.  Although  VIMS  is 
discontinuing  its  activity  on  this  file 
because  of  lack  of  resources,  the  file 
still  constitutes  a valuable  index  to  the 
literature  of  the  field,  and  the 
microfiched  document  collection  a valuable 
backup  for  the  period  covered  (1970-1983). 

The  document  collection  includes  journals, 
books,  reports,  theses,  conference 
proceedings,  newsletters,  and  English 
translations  of  foreign  papers.  It 
provides  coverage  on  the  growing  of  marine, 
brackish,  and  freshwater  organisms 
including  disease,  economics,  engineering, 
food  and  nutrition,  and  legal  aspects.  The 
file  is  particularly  valuable  for  short, 
articles  and  news  Items.  This  Important 
acquisition  will  greatly  increase  our 
dociment  delivery  backup  for  some  of  the 
more  fugitive  materials  in  this  field. 

Requesters,  especially  U.S.  Department  of 
Agriculture  employees  located  in  the 
States,  should  try  local  resources  first, 
working  through  their  regional  document 
delivery  system  for  document  requests,  but 
include  the  aquaculture  database  nunber 
whenever  known.  All  document  delivery 
requests  filled  by  the  NAL  are  subject  to 
provisions  of  the  Copyright  Act.

IN  MEMORIAM:  BELLA  E.  SHACHTMAN 


Bella  E.  Shachtman,  formerly  assistant 
director  for  technical  processes.  National 
Agricultural  Library,  died  in  Los  Angeles 
on  April  19,  1984.  She  contributed  several 
articles  to  the  early  volumes  of  Library 
Resources  & Technical  Services,  and  her 
active  participation  in  RTSD  included 
service  on  the  Board  of  Directors  1964-67 
and  on  the  CCS  Policy  and  Research 
Committee.  She  also  served  3 years  as  a 
member  of  the  ALA  Executive  Board. 

Bella  Shachtman  took  a BA  in  Library 
Science  in  the  Woman's  College  of  North 
Carolina  in  1933.  After  2 years  in  the 
Public  Library  of  Winston-Salem,  North 
Carolina,  she  joined  the  staff  of  what  was 
then  known  as  the  U.S.  Department  of 
Agriculture  Library,  where  she  spent  most 
of  her  professional  life,  serving  in 
positions  of  increasing  responsibility. 


Under  her  direction  the  USDA  Library  was 
one  of  the  cooperating  libraries  in  the 
pilot  cataloging-in-source  project  at  the 
Library  of  Congress.  In  1961  she  received 
a superior  service  award  from  USDA  for 
"exceptional  service,  initiative  and 
leadership  in  library  science  resulting  in 
more  effective  service  to  Department 
research  workers  and  agricultural 
scientists."  She  conceived  and  carried  out 
the  publication  of  the  Dictionary  Catalogue 
of  the  National  Agricultural  Library,  for 
which  she  received  (with  Jeanne  Holmes)  a 
special  award  from  the  department  in  1966. 

In  1969  she  retired  from  the  federal 
service  and  moved  to  Berkeley  where  she 
served  as  assistant  director  for  technical 
services  in  the  University  of  California 
Library  for  a brief  period  before  moving  to 
Los  Angel es . 


Besides  being  an  able  administrator,  Bella 
Schachtman  was  a warm  person  who  cared 
about  her  subordinates,  always  looking  for 
ways  to  help  them  develop  and  move  into 
more  challenging  positions  when  they  were 
ready.  She  was  respected  in  her  profession 
and  regarded  by  her  associates  with 
affection  and  esteem.
